the year,15"5.. From tlie fir.st dawn ol 
, reason he, discovered a roving and ro­ 
mantic geniusi and delighted in extrava- 
' gant and daring actions among his scliooi 
I'rllows. 
When about thirteen ye.ns ol 
i” age, lie .sold bis books and .satcliel, anil 
liis puerile trinket.s to raise money, with 
á view to convey himself .privately to 
•sea; but tlicdcatli of his I'atlier put a sto] 
fnr llie-iircsent to tliis attempt, and tlirev 
iiim into tlie liaiids of guardians, who en­ 
deavored to cl’.eck llie ardor ol ids geoi- 
ii.s by confining him to a coniiliiig house. 
-Jieiiig put u[)prentice to a tiierchaut ai 
j.yriii. at the age of fifteen lio at fi/'.si 
(iiiiceivcd hopes that liis master would 
send liim to sea in iiia service; in tliis 
hope failing, lie quitted liis niastcr, and 
willi 
only ten shilling in his pncket. 
entei-eil into the train of a young iiohle- 
inau who was travelling to France. 
At Orleans be was discharged frnin 
lii.s atteiidaiice on Lord Bertie, and had 
miiney given to return to England. 
With his money he visited Paris, and 
lirnccedcd to the L ow Countrie.s, 
when 
'iii; enii.steti as a suiiiicr, and learned the 
rudiments of war, a .science peculiarly 
agreeable to iiis ardent and active genius 
iSieeting with a Scotch geiitlernan abroad: 
he was jicrmittcd to pass into Scotland. 
with the promise of being strongly 
rc- 
coinmendendcd to K in g James. 
But be­ 
ing baflled in this e.xpectatioii, he return­ 
ed to his native town, and finding no 
company.thoro which 
suited liis taste, 
he built a booth in the wood, and betook 
himself to the study of military history 
and tactics, diverting -Iiimscif at inter­ 
vals witli liis liorse and lance; in wliicl 
exercise lie at'lengtli foinid a comiiauion. 
a n Italian gentleman rider to tlic Ear 
of Lincoln, who drew liiin from his sjl- 
r an reli'cat to Tátlerscl. 
Having recovered a part of iiis 
estate 
whicli liis father liad left liim, bo pul 
liimself in a better condition tliau before, 
and set oflT again on Iiis travels, in the 
winter of tlie year 1596, being tlien only 
seventeen years of age. 
His first stage 
w a s Flanders, wliere 
meeting with » 
Frenchman wlio pretended to bo lieir to 
a noble fuiniiy, lie witli lii.s tlircc attend­ 
ants, prevailed on Smitli to go witli 
tlicm t i l P’rancc. 
In a dark niglit tliey 
a r m e d at St Valnry, in Picardy, ariu 
liyjiic connivniico of a sliipmaster, tin 
P'reiicliman-. was 
carried aslinre with 
■ tlie trunks of tiic young traveller, wliil.si 
lie was left on board till tlio return of llie 
boat. 
In tlicracan time tiiey liad convey­ 
ed tlie baggage 
out of Iiis reacli, and 
were not to be f o u n d A sailor on boar.d, 
wlio knbw tlie villians, gcneruu.sly,,. un­ 
dertook 
to conduct 
liiin to MbrVaiii, 
wiieru lie lived, and supplied his want> 
till llicir arrival at the place. 
Hero 
lit 
found tlicir friends,' from wliom lie could 
get nn recompense, but tlio report of his 
sufiering induced several pcrsuns of dis- 
tiiictiun to invite him to their huuses. 
E ager to pursue his travcT and 
not 
careiiig to receive favors w’hich 
ho \vas 
unable to requite; be left bis new friends, 
aiii! wenf from port to port in search of 
a ship of war.' 
In one of these famh|o.s 
near Dinan, it Was his chance to meel 
one of the villains wlio had robbed him. 
Witliout speaking a 
word they both 
drew; and Smith liaving wounded and 
disHi'incd his antagonist, obliged him fi 
cónicas his guilt befpro a number o f peri 
sons wild bad aaserabled on tlie occasion. 
Sati.sfioil with Ilia victory, he retired to 
the seatol an acquaintance, the- carl of 
Pioyer, Who had been brought up in E n g 
land, and having receivcd.supplies from 
Iiiin, ho travelled along the PVench coasi 
to Bayonne, and from thencecrosednyei 
to Marsailles, visiting and observing ev­ 
ery thing in ilia way, 
which had any 
rcl'crenco to military or naval architoct- 
Ul'C. 


: At Marsailles, lie embarked fur Italy, 
in company witli a r.oblile of pilgrims. 
■The sliqi was forced iiy a' tempest iiiti' 
tlie liarbour of-Toulmi, and aflcrwiirdi 
obliged liy'a coutrai v wind to anclior un­ 
der tbe little island ol St. M ary, olTNice. 
Savoy. 
I’lic bigoti'y of 
tlie iiilgrmis

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M ESSAGE 
or 
T H E PRESIDENT OF TH E V . STATES, 
Relurning, with his objections, the bill to in- 
cor/iorate the Fiscal B ank o f the United 
States. 
A ugust 16, 1S41. 
To the Senate o f the^United States; 
T he bill enlitled “ An act to incorporate the 
subscribers to the Fiscal Bank of the United 
States,” whiciv originated in the Senate, has 
been considered-by me, with a sincere desire 
to conform my action in regard to it, to that 
of the two',Houses of Congress. 
By the Con 
stitution it is made..my duty, either tn ap­ 
prove the bill by riguipg it,,or to return it with 
my objections to the House in which it origi­ 
nated. 
I cannot conscientinu.sly give it my 
approval, and I proceed to discharge the du­ 
ty required of me by the Constitution—to 
give iny reasons for dis.-ipproving. 
T h e power of Congress to create a N a­ 
tional Bank to operate fier se over the Union, 
hasbced a question of. dispute from the origin 
of our Government. Men most justly and de­ 
servedly esteemed for their high intellectual 
endowments, their virtue, fand their patriot 
ism, have, in regard to it, entertained different 
and , conflicting opinions. 
Congresses have 
differed. The approval of ene President has 
been followed by the disapproval o f another. 
The people at different tiroes have acquiesced 
tn decision; both for and against 
T he coun­ 
try has been, and still is ,‘deeply agitated by 
this unsettled question. 
It will suffice for 
me to say th.-it my own opinion has beep uni 
formly proclaimed tobe against the exercise 
of any such powerby thi.s- G.overnment.' -On 
all suitable occasinris, during a period of twen­ 
ty-five years, the opinions thus entertained 
have been unreservedly expressed.' I declar­ 
ed it in the Legi.slatm-e of my native Stale. 
In the House of Representatives of the Uni­ 
ted States it has been openly vindicated by me. 
In the Senate chamber, in the presence and 
hearing of many who are at this time members 
of that body, it has been affirmed and reaf­ 
firmed, ih speeches and reports there rriade, 
and by votes there recorded. 
In popular as­ 
semblies I have unhesitatingly announced it: 
and the last publtc‘dccIaratioo which I made, 
and that but a short time before the late Prcs- 


idcnt'ial election, I referred to my previously 
expre&sed'ppiriloris.as being those then enter- 
tained tiy me;:,with a full knowledge of the 
apiriibns thus entertained,' and never conceal­ 
ed, 1 Was. 'elected by the people Vice Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
By the occurrence 
of'a Contingency provided for by the ponsti- 
tutiori, and .arising under an imjpressive dis­ 
pensation of Providence, I succeeded to the 
Presidential pfficc. 
Before entering upon 6he. 
duties ot that office, I took ah oath that I 
would “ preserve, orotect,' and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.” Enter-.- 
tainirig the opinions alluded to, and'‘having ta­ 
ken this oath, the Senate and the country will 
see that I could not..give.my sanctjpn to a 
measure oLthe character described,'-withTout 
surrenderip'Kall ciaim to the respect of hon- 
orablel.me'n—ail cprifidencé on the part of the 
people-:—all self-respect—all regard for moral 
and religious obligations; without an observ­ 
ance of'which no Government can be pros* 
lerous, and no people can be happy. I t would 
ie to commit a crime which I would not wil­ 
fully commit to.gain any ear.thly reward, and 
which would justly subject niie to the ridicule, 
and scorn of all virtuous men. 
I deem it entirely unnecessary at this time 
to enter upon the.reasons which have bronght 
my mind to 4he cóiivictións I feel and enter­ 
tain on this subject. *Thej(: have been ove'r’'ic 
over again repeated, ,IR&dme of those who 
have preceded mein thVshigb office have enter 
tained arid avowed.différént opinions, I yield 
all ’confidence 
theirconvictions were sin­ 
cere. 
I claim eSly^to have the same meas­ 
ure meted oiit to myself. ’W ithout going tur- 
ther into the argument, .1 will say that, in 
looking to .thcpowers of thir .Government to 
cnjlject, safely keep, and disburse the public 
revenue, and i ncidentally to regulate the com­ 
merce arid.^changes, 1 have not been able to 
sat,[sfy,;my«'if that'the'establishment by this 
Goverrinrierit ot a bank of d'lscount, in the or­ 
dinary'acceptation of that term, was a neces­ 
sary mearisi or one demanded by propriety, 
to' exe'cntp those powers. T V hat can the lo­ 
cal discounts cf the bank have to do with the 
collecting, sale-keeping, and disbursing of the 
revenue? So far as the m ere discounting of 
paper is concerned, it is'quite immaterial to 
this question whether the discount is obtained 
at a State bank or a United States Bank. 
"I'hey are both equally local—both beginning 
and both ending in a local accommodation. 
W hat influence have local discounts, granted 
by any form of bank, in thc regulating of 
the currency and-the exchanges? 
L et the 
history of the late United States Bank aid us 
in answering this enquiry. 
For several years after the establishment 
of that institution, it dealt almost exclusively 
in local discounts; and during that period the 
country was, for the most part,, disappointed 
in the consequences anticipatedffrom its incor­ 
poration. 
A uniform currency was not pro. 
vided, exchanges were not regulated, and lit­ 
tle or nothing was added to tlie.general circit- 
lation; and in" J820 its embarrassments had 
become so great, that the directors petition­ 
ed Congress to repeal that article of the char­ 
ter which made its notes receivable every­ 
where in payment of the public dues. 
It ha'd, 
up to that penod, dealt to but a very small 
extent in exchanges, either foreign or domes­ 
tic, and asíate as 1823 its operations in that 
line amounted to a little more than seven mil­ 
lions of dollars per annum. 
A very rapid 
augmentation soon after occurred, and in 1833 
its dealings in exchanges amounted to up'wards 
of one hundred millions of dollars, including 
the sales of its own drafts; and all these im­ 
mense transactions were effected without the 
employment of extraordinary means. 
T h e 
currency of the country became sound, and 
the negotiations in the exchanges were carri­ 
ed on at the lowest possible rates. 
T he cir­ 
culation was increased to more than g22,000,- 
000, and tlie notes of the Bank were regard­ 
ed as equal to specie all over the country; 
thus showing, almost conclusively, that it was 
the capacity to deal in exchanges, and not in 
local discounts, which furnished these facili­ 
ties and advantages. 
It may be remarked, 
that notwithstanding the immense transactions 
of the Bank in the purcliarse of exchange, 
the losses sustained were merely nominal; 
while in the line cf discounts the suspended 
debt was enormous, and proved most ’disas­ 
trous to the Bank and the country. 
Its power 
of local discount has, in fact, proved to be a 
fruitful source of favoritism and corruption, 
alike destructive to the public morals and to 
the general weal. 
, 
The capital invested in the banks of dis­ 
count in the United States, created by the 
States, at this time, exceeds §350,000,0000; 
and if the discounting ol local paper could 
have produced any beneficial effects, the Uni­ 
ted States ought to possess the sounde.st cur­ 
rency in the world; but the reverse is lamen­ 
tably the fact. 
Is the measure now under consideration of 
the objectionable character to which I have 
alluded? 
It is clearly so, unless by the 16th 
fundamental article of the 11th section it is 
made otherwise. 
T hat article is in-the fol­ 
lowing words: 
“T he directors of the said corporation shall 
establish one competent office of discount and 
deposite in any State in which tw;o thousand 
shares sh.all have been subscribed, or in'ay be 
held, whenever, upon application of the Leg­ 
islature of such State, Congrej|a,may, by la'w, 
require the same. 
And the siaid directors 
may also establish one or more competent 
offices of disenunt and deposite in any T er- 
.-itory or District of the United States, and 
in any State, with the assent of such State; 
and when established, the saich'office or offi- 
ces,shall be only withdrawn or removed by 
thc'snid directors prior to the expiration of 
this charter, with the previous assent of Con­ 
gress: Provided, In respect to any State 
which shall not, at the first session of the 
Legislature thereof held after the passage of 
this act, by resolution; or oth'er usual legisla­ 
tive proceeding, unconditionally assent or dis­ 
sent to the establishment of such office or of­ 
fices within it, such assent of the said State 
shall be thereafter presumed: A nd provided, 
nevertheless. T hat whenever it shall become 
necessary and proper for carrying into execu­ 
tion any of the powers granted by the consti­ 
tution to establish an office or offices in any 
of the States whatever,-and the establishment 
thereof shall be directed by law, it shall bo 
the dnty of the said directors to establish such 
office or offices accordingly.” 
It will Be seen that 6y this clause )thc di­ 
rectors are invested with the fullest power to 
establish a branch tn ariv State which has yiel­ 
ded its assent; and, having once'established 
such branch, it shall not afterw ards’.be with­ 
drawn except by order of Congress. 
Such 
assent is to be.zm/i'/iee?, and to have the force 
and sanction of an actually expressed assent; 
« provided in respect to any State which shall 
not; 'at the first session oi the Legislature there­ 
of held after, the passage of this act, by reso­ 
lution dr other usuál legislative firoceeding, 
unconditionallt/ zsstnx. or dissent to the estab­ 
lishment of such office or'offices within it, 
such assent of said States shall be |therealter 
presumed,” T he assent or, dissent is to be 
expressed uncemditionclly at the fir s t session 
o f thc Legislature, by some form al legislative 
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act; and if hot to jexprested, its assent is to 
the directors are thereupon 
invested with power, at such tjme thereafter 
' as they ' muy. please, to'establish branches, 
which caimot afterwards be withdrawn, ex­ 
cept by . resolVe'^bf'Go'ngressr; 
matter 
•whaf m iy be the; cause which may operate 
with the Í.egÍ8latüre, which’ either prevents 
' it from speaking, or addresses itself to its 
wisdom, to ipduée.delay, iU; assent is, to bo 
implied. -This iron rule is to give way to no 
'circüiñstáhces—it is unbending and inflexible. 
It is the language of the master to the vas< 
sal—an unéénditional answer is claimed forth ­ 
with; and delay, postponement, or incapaci 
ty to answer, produces an implied assent, 
which IS ever after .irrevocable. 
Many of 
the State, elec.tions have already taken pliflie, 
r-without any knowledge, on the part of the 
people, that: such a question was to come up. 
'The Representatives may desire a submiss* 
ionof,j.the question to their constituents pre­ 
paratory to final action iipbn it, but this high 
privilege IS denied; whatever may be the mo­ 
tives and views entertained by the .Represen­ 
tatives of the people to induce delay, their 
assent is to be presumed, and is ever after­ 
wards binding unless their dissent shall be 
unc'ondition^iy exjpressed at their first sess­ 
ion after the passage of this.'bill into a law. 
They may by. formal resolution declare the 
questibú'of assent or dissent to be undecided 
aifd’postponed, and yet,, in opposition to their 
express declaration to the contrary,' their as­ 
sent is ' to bet. l^pplied^ 
Cases innumerable 
mighl^be cited"to manifest the irrationality ol 
such an inference.. Let one or two in addi- 
• tion suffice. . T.he.pqpular branch:of the Leg- 
'islature may express'lts dissent by an linani- 
mous-votr,;and itsf'esolutibn tflay be-"defeated 
'byWjV^Twte bf: the Seña^ 
and yet the assent 
is;,jó b«i;imp|ieiL;; 
branches of the »Leg- 
iaiature may concur in a r’tisolmion.of decided 
dissent; and yet the Governor may exert the 
■ weio power conferred pw him by the State 
Con&wution, and their'le^slativc action he de 
fe a te i and yet the assent-of the legisla'ive 
authority is impUed,;and the directors of this 
conteinplated institution are authorized to 
establish a br anch or branches in such Stater 
whenever they ihay find it conducive to the 
interest of the stockholders todo so; and hav­ 
ing once established it, they can under no cir­ 
cumstances withdraw it, except by act of Con­ 
gress. The State may afterwards protest a- 
' gainst sucltunjustinference, but its-aulhovity 
■- is gone, 
its"assent is implied by itS;failure 
or inability to act at its first session, and its 
voice can never afterwards be heard. 
To in 
ferences so violent, and, as they seem to me 
irrational, 1 cannot yield my consent. No 
court ol justice would or could sanction them, 
■without reversing all that is est.iblislied in jo-' 
dicial proceeding, by introducing presump-' 
tions at variance with fict,-and intevences at 
the expense of reason. 
A State in a condition 
of duress would be/ircsitiite¿ to speak, as' an 
individual. manaoledand in prison, might be 
presumed to be in the enjoyment of freedom. 
Far better to say to the States boldly and- 
frankly—Congress wills, and submission is 
demanded. 
It may be said that the directors may not 
establish branches under such circumstances. 
But this is a question of power, and this bill 
invcststhem with full authority to do so. 
It 
the Legislature of New York, or Peniisytva-j 
nia, or any other State, should be found to be 
in such condition as I have supposed, could 
there be any security furnished against such a 
step on the part of the directors.^ Nay, is it 
not fairly to be presumed that this proviso was 
introduced for the sole purpose of meeting 
the contingency referred to? Why else should 
it have been introduced? And I submit to the 
Senate, whether it can be believed that any 
.State would be likely to sit quietly down un­ 
der such a state of things? In a great measure 
of public interest their patriotism may be .suc­ 
cessfully appealed to; but to infer their a,ssent 
from circumstances at war with such infer­ 
ence, I cannot but regard as calculated to ex­ 
cite a feeling at fatal enmity with the peace 
and harmony of the country- 
I must, there­ 
fore, regard this clause as asserting the pow. 
crto be in Congress to establish offices of dis­ 
count in a State, not only without it.s assent, 
but against its dissent; aiid so regarding it, 1 
cannot sanction it. On general principles,the 
right in Congress to prescribe terms to any 
State, implies a superiority of powerand con­ 
trol, deprives the transaction of all pretenc; 
to compact between them, and terminates as 
we have seen, in the total abrogation of free 
dom of action on the part of the States. 
But 
' further, the States may express, after the 
most solemn form of legislation, its dissent, 
'which may froni time to time thereafter be 
repaated, in full view of its own interest, 
which c.an never be separated from-the wise 
and beneficent operation of this Government; 
and yet Congress may, by virtue of the lasr 
proviso, ovecrule its law, and upon grounds 
which, to such State, will appear to rest on a 
constructivenecessityand propriety,and noth­ 
ing more. 
I regard the bill as asserting for 
Congress the right to incorporate a United 
States Bank with power and right to establisl 
offices of discount and deposite in the several 
States of this Union with or without their 
consent; a principle to which I have always 
® 
.heretofore be ■>n opposed, and which can never 
obtain...my senction.. And waiving all ■ other 
considerations growing out of its other pro­ 
visions, I return it to the House in which it o- 
riginated, with these my objectious to its ap­ 
proval.

some other process of nature’s g reat lab­ 
oratory. 
In a late account of Aerolites, I finrl 
the following extract which is fiirlhe.e con­ 
firmatory tliat the phenomenon is not 
without precedent:

Shocking M assacre.-!-W e learn from a 
gentleman just from Arkansas that a gang of 
counterfeiters, horse thieves, and negro stea­ 
lers, amounting to upwards of twenty, were 
recently butchered or tied and thrown into 
the river by a party óf enraged citizens of Ar 
kansas and Mississippi. 
'I'his shocking and 
bloody affair took place on island 64, near the 
mouth of W’hite River. 
We understand that 
the depredators had stolen horses in Coaho­ 
ma County, and were pursued to the river, 
but such was.itlieir formidable numbers in 
their encampment in Arkansasv.that their 
pursuers dared not venture across the river 
to recover their stolen property, though tlie 
horses were exposed to their view; and the 
thieves taunted their pursuers as they stood 
on the bank of the river, inviting them, to come 
for their horses. 
A flat boat man sold'’all his 
produce to some of them, and received from 
them counterieit money. When he returned 
with the money he was threatenee with lynch 
ingifhedid not clear out. These repeated 
outraged induced some 70 of the inhabitants 
to lay a plan for breaking up the gang; and 
they adopted the following: they procured a 
flat boat and used it as a trader, while the 
whole force concealed themselves in the back 
part of it, This was used to induce the 
thieves to come on board to pass off their coun­ 
terfeit money, and as the boat stopped at their 
haunts, each of them was caught and secured 
as soon' as he came on board and offered to 
pass the money. This device was practised 
until they had trapped 20 or 30—the exact 
number we could not learn—when they took 
them out and shot them or tied them Sc threw 
them into the river. W e learn that the bod 
iesof eleven were found at the latest accounts 
from above. 
The following are the names of some of 
those who were killed—Robert Hunter, the 
leader of the gang, Hugh Tayloi, Andrew 
M’Laughlin, Willis Polk, Joe Cotton, Elias 
Hingstone, Elliott, Joe Merritt, McCormick 
and Scott Mays. John Cotton, Jim,Macauley, 
and a man named Cox, were -whipped and 
sent off in a skiff. Great numbers have made 
their escape, and are. now on their way down 
the river in skiffs. Some of them are named 
Wright. 
Such scenes are digraceful, to the country, 
and a reproach to the civilization of the age 
Hut when the laws will not protect men in 
the enjoyment of their property, they must 
unite and defend it the best way they can. 
These Horse* Thieves and Counterfeiters are 
not worse than the lawless, but tolerated Bank 
thieves of New-Orleans, whose paper th'.;y 
counterfeited, and it is to be hoped that the 
day is fast approaching when an enlightened 
community will view them in the 
same 
light.
